Course of the Fire. 
The high wind, carrying live embers in 
every direction, ignited a score of fires at 
once, so that within half an hour from the 


first outbreak the fire department and people 


were utterly helpiess and the center of the 


city was gbandoned to its fate. 

The first large buildimg to become a prey to 
the fiery flames was the new Methodist Col- 
lege and Boarding Hall, recently erected at a 
cost of $40,000, and the educational headquarters 
of Methodism m the colony. From here the 
flames leaped to the magnificent Masonic 
Temple, erected at a cost of $50,000, and a 
portion of which was used as the general 
Protestant Academy. 

Sweeping down the hill the flames next 
licked up the Gower Street Methodist brick 
church, tlie oldest and largest in the city. 
Then across the street to the superb cathedral 
ofithe English church, 120 feet in length and 
fifty-six feet broad: This was designed by Sir 
Gilbert Scott, was conceded to be the finest 
piece of Gothic architecture on the continent, 
a large portion of the stone for which was im- 
ported from Europe.

graph Office Deserted. 
Harirax, N. 8., July 8.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports from St. Johns, N. F., say that a fire 
broke out about 4 o’clock this afternoon in a 
house on Long’s Hill in the rear of the 
town. A strong gale of wind from the 
southwest was prevaling at the time and 
the flames spread rapidly across the town, 
sweeping everything before them. Owmg to 
the telegraph office having to be deserted 
éarly in the evening it is impossible to get full 
particulars, but it is thought the city will be 
almost completely wiped out. Among the 
buildings destroyed are the Church of 
England Cathedral, Masonic Temple, Orange 
Hall, Athenwum, Methodist church and col- 
lege, Roman Catholic Cathedral and Palace, 
St. Patrick’s Hall, the Kirk, Atlantic Hotel, 
Linberg’s brewery, and the Commercial and 
Union Banks, The fire has reached the 
wharves, and the shipping has all been hauled 
out to safe anchorage, 


LOCATION OF THE FATED CITY. 


Its Population 28,000—New RBuildings— 
Shipping Industries. 

St.Johns is the capital of Newfoundland 
and has a natural harbor for tne largest ships. 
The harbor is a mile in length and nearly half 
amile in width. At its head isa dry dock 
recently completed at a cost of $550,000; it is 


600 feet in length, 83 in breadth, and 26 in 


depth. The city is built on sloping ground on 
the northern side of the harbor, on the 
southern side of which the hills rise so ab- 
ruptly from the water that there is only room 
for a range of warehouses and oil factories. 
Three principal streets, winding and irregular, 
follow the sinuosities of the harbor and one an- 
other the whole length of the city and these 
are intersected by a number of cross streets. 
Water street, the principal business locality, 
presents a substantial though not handsome 
appearance, the houses being of stone or 
prick. Shops, stores, and counting houses 
occupy the ground floor, while many 
of the merchants and shopkeepers 
live in the upper stories. Fish stores, ware- 
houses, and wharves project from behind on 
the side next the harbor, The city has been 
improved of late years by the erection of 
several substantial dwelling houses. Of 
the public buildings the most im- 
portant are the Government House, 
erected in 1828 by the Imperial Government; 
the Colonial Building (1847), containing the 
chambers of the Legislature and Government 
offices; the Athe 
public hall, library, reading-room, savings 
bank, museum,etc, The foundation ofa new 
postoffice was laid the same year. The churches 
are the Church of England and Roman Catho- 
lie cathedrals, St. Thomas’ and St. Mary's 
(Church of England), St. Patrick’s, three 
Methodist -churches, St. Andrew’s Presby- 
terian Church, and the Congregational Church. 


The manufacture of seal and cod oils has long . 


been carried on upon an extensive scale. 
Of late years other manufactures have 
been introduced. There are three 
iron foundries, two large machine shops, 
two boot and shoe factories, a nail factory, 
three furniture factories, two tobacco fac- 
tories, soap works, two tanneries, and a large 
factory for the manufacture ot cables, ropes, 
twines, nets, seines, etc. The city enjoys a 
large export trade in fish and kindred prod- 
ucts. Its population in 1884 was 28,610.

THE HISTORICAL EXHIBIT. 


Rear- Admiral Luge Preparing for the Span- 
ish Columbian Exposition at Madrid. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 8.+[Special. ]— 
Rear-Admiral Stephen B. Luce ig in the city 
busily engaged in the collection of America’s 
historical exhibit. for the Columbian Exposi- 
tion at Madrid. He had hoped to ship the 
collection on the Newark, which sails July 17 
for Cadiz, Spain, but it has just been found 
that there is not sufficient room under its 
hatches for certain portions of the cargo and 
it has accordingly been decided to send the 
entire exhibit by mail steamér. Admiral 
Luce with the other members of the commis- 
sion and Lieut. Caldwell as assistant will 
sail Aug. 8 for Madrid. Although the 
act authorizing the preparation of the ex- 
hibit permitted the detail of a number 
of officers of the army and navy as assistants 
to the commission, Lieut. Caldwell is the 
only one selected. The commission has found 
that their services will not be needed, inas- 
much as the limited time and amount of 
money allowed will not permit the exhibit to 
be carried out on as large a scale as contem- 
plated. Admiral Luce is greatly disappointed 
that the plan to take along a band of Indians 
as a part of the exhibit has fallen through Be- 
cause of the insufficiency of the appropriation. 
an additional amount has been asked for this 
purpose, but the commission has little hope 
of its being allowed by the House.

STILL ARGUING FOK A CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Probability That the Wyoming Cases Will 
Be Tried at Laramie. : 

Laramiz, Wyo., July 8.—[Special.]—The 
fourth day of hearing evidence on the motion 
of the invading Wyoming stockmen for a 
change of venue has passed. The prosecution 
presented their evidence today against the case 
being heard at Cheyenne, in Laramie County, 
and the attorneys for the prisoners will to- 
morrow present their evidence in favor of the 
case going there. It is now generally believed 
the case will be tried either in this city or Chey- 
enne, with the advantage in favor of this city. 
Uinta County is still in the contest, but only 
nominally, as it is understood that it would 
be difficult to get a jury there. Debillier, the 
stockman whose mind has become affected, 
has been taken to his homein New York. He 
is growing rapidly worse there, and unless 
taken far away the doctor said he would be- 
come a raving maniac. Debillier is said to be a 
conscientious man and it is thought the charge 
against him has had its effect. Gentlemen 
who know other of the prisoners say some of 
them are failing. It is thought there will be 
considerable sickness among them before the 
end of the trial. 


SIOUX CITY GENERAL CONTRACTOR FAILS 


J. E. Nason Involved for $60,000, with As- 
sets Not More than $40,000. 

Srovux Crry, Ia., July 8—(Special.J|—J. E. 
Nason, general contractor, has failed. At- 
tachments have been placed against his prop- 
erty for $15,000 by local banks and loan con- 
cerns to secure claims for nioney loaned, also 
810,000 in mechanics’ liens against work he 
had under way. Creditors started o garnishee 
stock companies in which he was interested 
today and found that he had already assigned 
$30,000 manufacturing and bank stocks to se- 
cure preferred creditors, principally banks 
from whom he borrowed money. The liabili- 
ties will exceed $60,000; assets, less than $40,- 
000.

„Here follows a list of nine enterprises 
which it was proposed to establish at an ag- 
gregats cost of $1,000 ,000, including mills, 
hotels, Elass furnaces, and schoolhouses. The 
schemers sold stock to every one they could 
until they were exposed, when the company 
became bankrupt. Roots was largely inter- 
ested in the company. He had become in- 
volved to the extent of $400,000 in the Wilson 
Sewing Machine company, which I had 
formerly owned and had sold to people 
in Wallingford, Conn. He tried to compete 
with the Singer Sewing Machine company, 
which had a capital of $35,000,000, and it 
seemed to be his aim to unload the stock on 
the Singer company.

SENATOR PALMER ON CAPITAL AND 
LABOR. 

The trouble at Homestead has given Sena- 
tor Palmer an opportunity to state his views 
on the subject of capital and labor, and to set 
forth the principles of law which he thinks 
must govern henceforth the relations between 
employer and employed, especially in those 
large establishments where much capital is 
invested and many men work. 

He lays down the proposition that the cap- 
italist or employer is entitled to a reasonable 
profit on the capital invested, and that the 
owner of property is entitled to operate it at 
his will. He supplements that with the prop- 
osition that the operative has a right to rea- 
sonable compensation for his services and 
also has aright to continuous employment, 
dependent not upon the will alone of the em- 
ployer, but the good conduct of the employé— 
that while Mr. Carnegie has a right to man- 
age the Homestead mill, the workmen have a 
right to assist in its operation. To use his 
own language: 

You cannot admit the absolute right of capital; 
you cannot admit the absolute right of labor. 
You have got to adjust their rights upon some 
basis. What is it? That the manufacturing 
establishment is a public institution, as the rail- 
roads are held to be public, because they work 
for the public; because they employ the pablic— 
public because men in their service become unfit 
for other service, and public because there are 
thousands dependent upon them for food and 
nurture. 

Thus we recognize the right of the capitalist 
to the control of his'property, subject to his right 
toa nf th reward for his investment, and we 


zlaim the laborer the right to permanent em- 
‘ployment during good behavior, he certainly be- 
ing compelled to submit to the changes of busi- 
ness. Where the profits are small the parties 
must divide the losses ; where the profits are large 
the profits may be divided. 

It is not likely that any one will deny that 
the employer ought to be satisfied with fair 
protits, that a good workman ought to have 
fair wages, and that when a man has been 
employed for some time in any establishment 


not to be dismissed from mere whim 
or caprice, and should not be dis- 
charged except for cause. Probably most 
men will admit that if it were in the 
power of an employer to dismiss his old and 
tried hands and replace them by a new set— 
Chinese for instance—merely because they 
would work for half wages, he would be 
guilty of a moral wrong if he made the substi- 


deprived of rights to which they were morally 
entitled. It is true also that the workingmen 
think that they have a prescriptive right to 
their, places as long as they behave themselves, 
and they do not think that they forfeit their 
prescriptive right by a S4ght about wages, or a 
strike. That has been shown in street-car 
and other strikes in this city. That is what 
Senator Palmer has in mind when he says: 

On the contrary, the laboring men of the coun- 
try, so conscious of the existence of this right, 
which is, I assert, the right tocontinue in employ- 
ment during good behavior, will continue to re- 
sist, and this social war will be upon you. and it 
becomes the duty of Christian statesmen, Repub- 
lican statesmen, to find some road out of this 
difficulty. 

In one part of his speech Senator Palmer 
says: He [the workman] must certainly 
submit to the changes of business.“ 
brings us to the real ques*ion at issue in the 
strike at Homestead and in all other labor dis- 
turbances, The Carnegie company contend 
—whether justly or not we do not 
know—that the conditions of their business 
have changed in such a way that they 
cannot pay the old scale and operate their 
works except at a loss. The workmen refuse 
to submit to the reduction which their emp!oy- 
ers say is necessary. Now, who is to decide be- 
tween them? It is sheer demagogism for Sen- 
ator Palmer to say that arbitration is a proper 
and sufficient means of settling this dispute 
unless he can show that both sides are willing 
to arbitrate, and that they,will agree to abide 
by the result whateverit may be. Arbitration 
is only a voluntary means of settling differ- 
ences of this nature. When either side re- 
fuses to arbitrate there is no resort but an 
appeal to the law for damages, which is the 
method of involuutary arbitration established 
by usage and the duly constituted authorities 
chosen by the people. Failing arbitra‘ion 
each side must exercise its rights as defined by 
the law. 

What Senator Palmer says in regard to 
“the prescriptive right of workmen to enjoy 
their places subject to the changed condi- 
tions of business” has this element of truth 


upon allemployers to keep faithful men in 
their service during good behavior, if they 
will consent to accept such wages as the em- 
ployer, actuated by a liberal spirit and sub- 
ject to the competition he has to meet, can af- 
ford to pay. But the nub of the whole contro- 
versy in this and all like cases is: What wages 
can the employer afford to pay and carry on 
his business in competition with his rivals in 
the same line of trade? It is not to be sup- 
posed that an employer having embarked 
his capital in a large undertaking will consent 
to operate his mill subject to the decrees 
as to wages of five, or 50, or 500, or 5,000 part- 
ners, all of them personally interested in 
high wages, when those partners claim the 
right to share only in his profits, but to be 
exempt from responsibility for any of his 
losses. Nor can he in many cases permit his 
employés to decide what are fair wages under 
„the changed conditions of business ’’—such 
as Senator Palmer refera to. He might even 
in some cases hesitate to submit a full state- 
ment of those changed conditions (expos- 
ing his own losses and errors of judgment) to 
a Board of Arbitration. The “ prescriptive 
right of a workman to keep his place dur- 
ing good behavior does not, in short, carry 
with it the right to keep his old wages irre- 
spective of good times or dull times, a brisk 
demand or alight one, a glutted market or 
one undersupplied. Competition, new ma-

„ changed conditions affecting the Carnegie

It is further set forth in this official state- 
ment that there are 3,800 men on the pay- 
rolls at Homestead, Of these 3, 800 men only 
45 are affected by the scale minimum and but 
280 by the tonnage reduction. These 325 men, 
less than 10 per cent of the hands employed, 
are the only ones whose wages are to be re- 
duced, and they alone are responsible for the 
trouble there. The remaining 3,475 meh are 
not affected either by the questions of hours 
or wages. They have quit work without any 
grievance of their own, and are fighting the 
battle of 325 who have received the highest 
pay. It is further set forth in the official 
statement of the company that the wages of 
these 325 men range from $2.25 to $14.66 per 
day, and that the majority of them range 
from $6 to $10 per day. Surely if this state- 
ment be correct these men are not oppressed 
by their employers, nor are they the slaves of 
capital in any sense. They are drawing 
wages which millions of workingmen would 
be glad to get. They are receiving far more 
than the average of clerks, bookkeepers, 
school-teachers, accountants, and others en- 
gaged in intellectual labor. The official state- 
ment says: There are men working in 
these mills who come down to work in their 
own carriages and have them call for them 
** at the expiration of their shifts. These men 
„axe not overseers but mechanics who would 
not earn $50 a month if dependent on their 
“brains for a living. They are not open to 
„reason, and think they can force us to pay 
“anything they demand. There is no nae 
“of justice about tnem.”’ 

This puts a different aspect on the situation 
at Homestead, if the statement of the com- 
pany is correct. If it be not correct it de- 
volves upon the Amalgamated Association to 
show it. It deserves their prompt attention. 
Is it true that only 325 of the 3,800 hands are 
quarreling with their employers about wages, 
aud that 3.475 of them have no wage griev- 
ance at all? Is it true that a majority of these 
825 strikers have been averaging from $6 to $10 
a day for their work? It so. then the public 


general idea of the contention and cause of 
| the disturbance and quartel and justifies the 
Carnegie company in resisting an unjust de- 
mand. Tun Trisunez has no comments to 
make upon the case until the other side has 
been heard. It may be that the company has 
not given a correct statement. In that case 
the Amalgamated Association should make an 
immediate reply. If it cannot refute what 
the company asserts it cannot blame the pub- 
lic if people come tothe decision that these 
3.475 men are not justified in the violent 
course they have taken in behalf of the re- 
maining highly paid three hundred and twen- 
ty-five.

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, a

It is pleasing to see that the Senator ftom

tor Sherman in 1867 for information asto what 
can be done to raise revenne in 1892—a quar- 
ter of a century later. In 1867 the population 
of this country was under thirty-seven mill- 
ions. It is now nearly twice that. In 1867 the 
consumption of tea, coffee, sugar, ana im- 
ported wines, spirits, and tobacco was not guf- 
ficient to produce a revenue of $80,000,000 a 
year. The consumption of those articles 
is so great now that moderate duties on them 
would produce a revenue of over $160,000, O00 ; 
therefore what Senator Sherman had to aay 
twenty-five years ago is not in point at pres- 
ent. There is no difficulty about getting 
abundant revenue after all competitive goods 
are placed on the free list, but these lily- 
livered Democratic sheets pretend that it can- 
not be done, in the hope that people will think 
the free trade platform of the Democrats i} a 
mere declaration of an abstragt priadiple 
which the party will not try to put 7 a 96 
tice.

It Has Been Too Cold for Corn, but Excelle ent 
for Spring Wheat—Opening of the Late 
Winter Whteat Harvest—An Early and 
Free Movement of the New Crop Ex- 
pected—Spring Wheat Needs Cool, Dry 
Weather Corn Has Held Its Own~Oats 
Filling. 

Dwiesat, III., July 8, +-[Special:} Two 
yeurs ago today the Northwest and Southwest 
were experiencing a high degree of tan 


ture and the rainfall was below an avérage 
These conditions, however, were tavorable to 
the harvesting, thrashing, and moving df the 
winter wheatcrop, The oat harvest wag un- 
der full headway. The spring wheat was be- 
ginning to fill and the corn crop practically at 
a standstill. A year ago today the winter wheat 
harvest was well along and over 50 per cent of 
the crop was in shock. Spring wheat was 
heading out and in some sections the early 
varieties had begun to fill, though this was ex- 
ceptional. Corn was backward all over the 
country. Theoats were heading out and con- 
ditions were favorable for the filling of the 
crop. 
The week now closing has been a fairly 
good one on general principles. It is true 
that the temperature has been low, but on the 
other hand, we have had no storms of rain to 
interfere with harvest or the cultivation uf the 
corn crop, and all the routine of farm work, 
which at this season of the year comes ou 80 
rapidly, has not been interfered with by any 
extremes. : 

The Winter Wheat Harvest. 

From over 250 grain dealers in the territory 
tributary to Nashville, Tenn., the reports show 
that the cutting of wheat is over. The thrash- 
ing of wheat commenced last week, and go far 
the new wheat which has been received is of 
good quality, grading No. 2. There 
are quite a number, however, who 
report smut in the wheat. A free mov@ment 
of the new crop is expected at present prices. 
The harvest in Kentucky and in the territory 
immediately tributary to Louisville is about 
over, The weather has not been very good 
for securihg the crop owing to frequent rains. 
The quality of the crop is good and except for 
smut would be first-class. Some farmers will 
hold, but the majority of them will sell at 
once. The movement of new wheat hag been 
delayed somewhat on account of rain. Last 

ear new wheat yd received on the $d of 
J uly. Farmers nerally holding more 
reserves of old . this year than they have 
for several seasons. 

Southern Indiana reports that the wheat is 
in shock. and there has been only one . 15 
shower since harvest began. No wheat 
been marketed yet, but the samples show the 
quality of the crop to be good and the yield 
fully as much as last year. Farmers have 
made up their minds to accept low prices, and 
it ought to make a large movement. There 
is more old wheat in the farmers’ hands than 
there has been at the opening of any crop for 
the last five years. 

In Northern Ohio no wheat has been cut 
yet. The quality and quantity of the crop 
promises to be uneven. It looks as if there 
weuld be an early movement of new wheat. at 
present prices. Farmers holding about 20 
— cent more wheat than a pear agb. In 

outhern Ohio the present week will see all 
the wheat in shock. Very little thrashing has 
been done. The crop, as a whole, is less than 
last year. The reserves are considerably more 
than last season at the open ug of harv it.

Southern Illineis reports that about all the 
wheat has been cut. The weather has been 
dry and cool and excellent conditions for 
securing the crop, The quality promises to 
be good, but not as uniform as last year. 
There seems to be plenty of old wheat back 
in farmers’ hands; much more than ushal at 
the end of a crop. A free movement of wheat 
no nol farmers’ hands is looked for at present

generally be harvested. No wheat will be 
thrashed before next week.

In Northern Missouri excellent progress has 
been made with harvesting the late winter 
wheat, About three-fourths of the crop is in 
shock, and the crop promises to be good in 
quality and quantity.

Spring grain is looking 
well and promises a heavy crop. Farmers 
still hold more wheat than they have the last 
few years at this time. 


Prospects for Spring Wheat. | 


My report to Tur Trisune of July 3 put the 
spring wheat then in a critical condition, ow- 
ing to the heavy rains. 

The present week has been a favorable one 
for the spring wheat in the Dakotas and Min- 
nesota. The long-cuntinued rain and cloudy 
weather has made the growth very rank, but 
the bright, cool, clear weather of the present 
week will benefit the crop materially. The 
Dakotas are less in danger of damage from 
lodging than Minnesota. There is sb much 
moisture in the ground that one close, hot 
day at the present time would prove very bad 
for the growing crop. 

I can see little change in the general condi- 
tions of the corn crop of the country. from 
what they were upon the first day of J uly. 
While the weather, as my report shows, has 
been ceol and favorable for the harvesting of 
the winter wheat crop, has also been bene- 
ficial for the spring wheat (which I forgot to 
say is only now just beginning to head }, on the 
other hand, corn has been at a standstill. “We 
have not only had cool days, but our nichts 
have been almost cold. I do not forget that 
the corn crop of 1891 practically stood still 


during the month of July and the 
larger portion of August, and that 
this crop was made in the months of 


September and October. Never in the histo

Corner of Madison Street Acquired by a 
Syndi. A Sky-Scraper Planned. 
Late yesterday afternoon the transfer of the 
leasehold of the northwest corner of State and 
Madison streets was acknowledged by Otto 
Young. The transfer was made to a board of 
five trustees consisting of Owen F. Aldis, W. 
F. Dummer, Bryan Lathrop, Carter H. Fitz- 
hugh, and Cyrus Bentley. These take title 
for a syndicate which, in addition to the 
trustees, includes Wiiliam Waller, John A. 
Davidson, George A. Fuller, and the firra of 
Holabird & Roche. This firm will have 
charge of making plans for the building and 
superintending its construction. George A. 
Fuller & Co, will be the contractors. Anoth- 
er member of the building syndicate 1s Otto 


Young. In lieu of. his interest in the lease- 
hold he takes an $80,000 interest in the new 
organization. : 


The lease of the corner to Otto Young was 
made about two years ago by the owner, 
Samuel A. Crozer. It runs for ninety-nine 
years at an annual rental of $32,000. The lot 
has a State street frontage of sixty-six feet 
and a frontage on Madison street of 105 feet. 
Adding to $640,000, the valuation determined 
by capitalizing the lease, the consideration of 
$80,000 gives a new ground valuation of $720,- 
000. This is equivalent to $10,909 a front foot 
for the State street frontage, or about $104 a 
sguare foot for every one of the 6,930 feet of 
ground space. 

The building will be similar in appearance 
to the Venetian Building, which was planned 
by the same architects and built by practical- 
ly the same parties. It is not to be an office 
building, but a building for purposes of retail 
trade. For this reason the height of the build- 
ing has not been decided upon, but will be 
from twelve to sixteen stories high, as may be 
warranted by the prospects of securing ten- 
ants.

The London Hospitals. 


There are nineteen general hospitals in Lon- 
don. Elevenof tham have medical schools at- 
tached, and three, St. Bartholomew, St. Thomas, 
and St. Guy, are endowed. The first of these is 
the wealthiest and most ancient, having been 
founded in 1122. Its net revenue in 1889 was 
$350, It owns houses in: London and has also 
about 13,000 acres of land in various counties. 
St. Thomas’s was founded in 1207, and has a 
revenue of about $220,000. St. ‘Guy’ s has a 
revenue of about $130,000. The London Hospital 
in Whitechapel road, with accommodations for 
776 patients, is the largest in the metropolis. It 
treats annually also about 100,000 out-patients 
besides trivial cases not registered. e total 
number of bedsin the general and special hos- 
pitals in London is 8.500, of which 6,500 are in 
constant use. The poor law infirmaries and the 
sick wards of the workhouse furnish 14,000 beds, 
and the Metropolitan Asylum Board has 3,500 for 
infectious cases, the average number in use being 
less than 1,000.

Peter Thornum, of the Fourteenth ward, 
and John Minwegen, of the Twenty-fourth 
ward, wanted the conventions postponed until 
September. They were opposed to a long 
canvass but Mr. Atwood said that the resolu- 
tion had been approved by the Executive 
Committee, and by the leaders of the party, in 
the interest of success this fall.

Regulations for Carrying It Into Effect Is- 
sued by the Trexnsury Department.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA.

Recommendation That Baggage of Immi- 
grants Be Thorouchiy Pisinfected, 

Wasurneros, D. C., July 8.—[Special.]— 
Surgeon-General Wyman of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, in a communication to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury regarding danger from 
Asiatic cholera, says: . 

Cholera is spreading in the Far East, official in- 
formation having been received at this bureau of 
its prevalence in the Caucasus, in Persia, in 
India, and on the Western shore of the Red Sea. 
Newspaper reports also indicate that it is spread- 
ing in Russia. The medical press of Great 
Britain, which is not given to alarm, calls atten- 
tion to the serious danger which is threatening 
Europe by reason of the above named extension 
of the epidemic, It is therefore i m bent upon 
the Treasury Department to be forehanded in the 
use of such means as it possesses tor the exclusion 
of the disease from this country. 

A serious matter for consideration is the bag- 

age of immigrants arriving at the port of New 

ork coming directly from the infected districts 


or from districts contiguous thereto. Under the 


present arrangement the baggage of all immi- 
gy passes without detention through New 

ork to the points of destination, the health au- 
thorities of some of the States being notified 
when this baggage comes from suspected locali- 
ties or ships. I have now to urge that baggage of 
the kind just mentioned be thoroughly disinfect- 
ed on Ellis Jsland before being permitted to be 
sent forward. The surgeon of thé Marine Hos- 
pital Service in charge of the Medical Depart- 
ment of Ellis Island can readily learn from the 
abstracts of sanitary reports sent weekly from 
this bureau exactly what districts are 
infected or are stispicious. He is also in- 
formed with regard to any infected vessel 
which may arrive at the port of 
the bagge of immigrants from the said districts 
or from said vessels may, without great detention 
or great expenditure of labor, be disinfected thor- 
oughly on Ellis Island. For this 1 there 
should be two or three large steam dieinfecting 
chambers established, for which there is ample 
room on the island, and [ would tfully urge 
that steps be immediately taken for the establish- 
ment of such a plant. The disinfecting chambers 
would also be u for the clothing of persons 
who have been exposed to diphtheria, scarlet-fe- 
ver, measles, and small-pox, there being constant- 
ly a number of immigrants with these diseases 
under the care of the immigration service.

SEVERAL BILLS PASS THE HOUSE, 


Tinplate, Lead Ore, W ng Apparel, and 
Loc»! Governmest for Utah. 

Wasainetor, D. C., y 8.—The filibus- 
tering of the Republi against suspension 
day in the House was not pressed. The 
Tinplate bill, the Lead Ore bill, and the 
bill to limit the amountof wearing apparel 
which travelers may b into this country 
free of duty were under suspension. 
The vote on the Tinplate bill was 207 togé. 
A bill was passed amending the Land Forfeit- 
ure bill of 1890. The bill providing a local 
government for Utah was passed, as 
was also the bill regulating car 
couplings. Lacking. a uorum on the 
Calif rnia Débris bill the House adjourned. 

The Lead Ore bill provides that ores con- 
taining silver and lead, in whieh the value of 
the silver contents shall be greater than the 
value of the lead contents according to sample 
and assay at the port of entry, shall be con- 
sidered silver ores, and as such shall be ex- 
empt from duty. 

The Land Forfeiture bill extends the forfeit- 
ure to the portions of the roads which were 
uncompleted when the time expired within 
2 the roads were required to be com- 
pletetl. 


NAUTICAL SCS OOL ON THE LAKES, 


Commissioner O’Brien Wants to See a 
Training Institution Established. 

Wasurneton, D. C., July 8—[Special.]— 
Commissioner O’Brien of the Navigation Bu- 
reau is interested in a project looking to the 
establishment of, a nautical training-school 
on the great lakes of this country, where 
American youth can be fitted for the practice 
of a profession as mariners on these mid- 
continent seas.

SAID TO BE A FUGITIVE FROM FRANCE.

Arrest of M. Auzat; Who Is Charged with 
Forgery — Protests His Innocence. 

Louis Napoleon Auzat, formerly a member 
of the Paris Stock Exchange, and a man at 
one time of considerable Wealth and promi- 
nence in the French capital, was arrested yes- 
terday morning by United States Marshal 
Frank Hitcheock on an extradition warrant 
charging him with forgery. The crime is al- 
leged to have been committed Oct. 10, 1883, 
and the victim was M. Roux de Escombrera, 
said to be a Paris milhonaire. The amount 
Auzat is charged with having secured is 30,000 
francs, or about $6,000. Lhe case will be 
heard by United States Commissioner Hoyne 
today, and Auzat’s attorney will resist the ex- 
tradition proceedings on the ground that the 
prisoner is a citizen of the United States. 

Edward Brewoert, the resident French Con- 
sul, several days ago swore out a warrant for 
Auzat’s arrest. e turned the case over to 
United States Marshal Hitchcock, who at 
once set about the work of establishing M. 
Auzat’s identity. The suspect resided in the 
top flat on the southeast corner of Michigan 
and Thirteenth street. The Marshal secured 
entrance to a vacant flat opposite Auzat’s 
abode, where he could watch the suspect’s 
every move. After shadowing his man all 
day Thursday Marshal Hitchcock learned 
from the letter carrier on the route that 
Auzat had a private letter box at 
the Postoffice. From his room the Mar- 
shal watched Auzat depart yesterday morning 
and followed him. The Frenchman went 
straight to the Postoffice and to Box No. 7,098. 
The Marshal was close at his heels. Auzat 
unlocked the box and took from it a letter. It 
was addressed to the man for whom the Mar- 
shal had a warrant. This was sufficient proof, 
and without further delay the heavy hand of 
the United States officer was placed on Auzat’s 
shoulder and he was informed that he was a 
prisoner. Auzat manifested little surprise 
und, until the warrant was read to him, im- 
agined he was arrested for debt. He was 
quickly undeceived and taken before Com- 
missioner Hoyne, who held the prisoner with- 
out bail until ay, at Auzat’s own uest, 
in order that he might have an opportunity to 
consult an attorney. He declare@he is inno- 
cent, but says he will fignt the attempt to take 
him back to France, because he 1s an Ameri- 
can citizen. M. Auzat some months ago was 
one of the proprietors Managers of the 
Café Bordeaux, aswell French restaurant on 
Michigan avenue near Twelfth street. A 
stuck company backed the business but the 
South-Siders failed to appreciate and support 
the establishinent.

NORTHWESTERN GRAIN RATES, 


Inter-State Commission Investigation Still 
in FP 

Wasurnerton, D. C., July 8.—The bearing as to 
freight rates on wheat and flour in the North- 
west was continued by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission today. James G Clark, 
General Freight Agent of the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha road, was the first 
witness called, He said that during the year 
1888 his company transported from Minneap- 
olis to Washburn 148,012 barrels of flour, and 
to Duluth 112,019 barrels. In 1889 there were 
shipped to Washburn 19,777 barrels, and to 
Duluth 18,199 barrels. In 1890 the shipments 
to Duluth and Washburn aggregated 21,000 
barrels. During the year 1891 the shipments 
to Washburn were 217,713 barrels, and to Du- 
luth 29,239 barrels. In his opinion 
a reduction of the flour rate 
between Minneapolis 
7 cents to 5 cents would have the effect of 

ucing the rate to Chicago and that rate 
could not stand any reduction. At one time 
the Chicago rate was 7 cents and his com- 
pany had declined to meet it for a considera- 
ble period because it was not remunerative. 
In answer to questions Mr. Clark said that the 
5-cent rate between Minneapolis and Duluth 
was made for the purpose of removing the sur- 
plus stock froin Minneapolis and the benefit 
of this rate inured to the mill and elevator 
men at Minneapolis. He did not see how the 
Minneapolis millers could be injured by this 
five-cent rate. 

B. C. Church, General Manager of the Dv- 
luth Imperial Mill company, testified that he 
manufactured about nine-tenths of all the 
flour made at Lake Superior. It paid usually 
about 1 cent per bushel more than is paid at 
Minneapolis and it is frequently undersold b 
the Minneapolis millers, The wheat — 
from that point to Duluth was never ground 
there as it was an inferior grade. It was doc- 
tored up so that it could barely 2 grade, 
but it was an inferior quality of No. 1 North- 
ern and is what is called skin grade wheat. 


WILL BE SOLD TODAY, 


The St. Louis, Alton and Springfield to Be 
Disposed Of Under a Court Decree, 

SprinGFrize.D, III., July 8.—[{Special. |—The 
St. Louis, Alton and Springfield railroad com- 
pany. known as the Bluff line, will be sold to- 
morrow by order of the Sangamon Circuit 
Court under a decree entered three months 
ago.

Jim was not 
popular at the beginning. 
The General Was Stuck Up. 
„We thought Jim was stuck up,“ said John 
W. Pirtle, ex-Sheriff, who fit along with Jim, 
and who enjoys a Bloom field reputation of be- 
ing the best story teller, when the truth isn’t 
expected, in Iowa. Pirtle was called „Old 
Medicine“ in the army, because he could al- 
ways cure the boys of the blues with one of 
his yarns. Les,“ he continued, we figur 
‘Jim’ one of the stuck - -up kind. We wus in 
the habit of going over to Ober's variety 
store, where you could get anything from a 
wooden comb to bad whisky. We 2 out. 
too, at Old Safty’s’ Buzzard Roost Hotel, 
while Jim used to wear a white shirt, re- 
fuse whisky, and keep away from our dens. 
We had a caucus at Ober’s and agreed that 
‘Jim’ would have to be licked, and 
out to do 
fighter disself, 

was risky to tackle him. He was always so 
polite aud nice that I couldn’t jump him, 
’sides knowing he’d fight back like cats. So 
we got up another con 1 to get him into 
a row aud then we'd all jump him. But he 
kept on wearing his white shirt and us drink- 
ing our bad licker until one night he came to 
our quarters in the Roost, and we figured that 
our time had come. But it hadn’ t, for ‘Jim’ 
and his white shirt just fooled us ali witha 

roposition he had. Old Ike Keester had just 
— for a well. Water was scarce here then, 
a matter that didn’t trouble us fellows at the 
‘roost’ much as Jon as Ober's licker held 
out. Well, Jim“ had a proposition as how it 
would be loads of fun to pour a barrel of 
water into Keester’s boring and make him be- 
heve he'd struck water. e did it, Keester 
howled for joy, carried stones from Soap 
Creek, dug his well, and walled her up, but 
the water was not there. Keester was 
madder’n a hornet, but we gave up our scheme 
to lick Jim. 

So young Weaver’s boyhood went by. He 
acquired the reputation of being a fighter and 
he was let alone. Mass Jones, since known 
as one of the best lawyers in Southern lowa, 
was the schoolmaster. 

never noticed anything particular about 
the boy, he said, except that you couldn't 
keep him down. He was like a rubber ball, 
always bounding up and hopeful; and I was 
net surprised when they came to call him 
„Old Sanguininity in the army. Everything 
was a lesson to him. I remember Henry 
Shields got hold of a piece of india-rubber one 
day. Jim had never seen any before, and 
when Henry asked him to hold it between his 
teeth to show how it worked Jim acquiesced. 
Then Henry let go of his end and the flying 
rubber stung Jim on the nose, and stung him 
like a wasp. Jim just licked Shields and said 
no more about the incident till he got to Con- 
gress, whem he recalled it to prove that expan- 
sion didn’t hurt but that contraction did, ia 
one of his currency speeches.”’ 

What Killed Greenb:«ckism. 

Mass Jones used to be a Greenbacker 
and farmer himself before barbed wire fences 
were in veuted. 

A man could sit on a fence in those days 
and farm, said Mr. Jones, but the barbed 
wire spoiled all that. Tobe a good Green- 
baeker farmer it would therefore seem implies 
more time for warming the top rail of a fence 
than for plowing. 

“Weaver was a good lawyer,” Jones con- 
tinued, but too confiding to be a close one. 
He was a good jury talker, but the other fel- 
lows used to spring technicalities on him and 
knock him out. His most celebrated case 
was the Fronberg murder case at Ottumwa, 
but his most extraordinary achievement was 
when he first ran for Congress, starting on a 
borrowed capital of $200. McCrary, who held 
‘the seatin the First District, promised not 
to stand in Jim’s way at the next election, and 
Jim went all over the district, making ac- 
quaintances and attending Sunday-school 
meetings. MeUrary did not stand in his way. 
He simply had Davis County cut out of the 
district and left Jim in the cold. Jim had to 
meke an entirely new set of acquaintances, 
but he finally got into Congress, sot Aan 
a majority of 4,000 and securing one of 2 
votes. The worst thing he eVer did was to 
fuse and support Carlisle. He’sa great talk- 
er, and while people out here don’t believe all 
he says, they all agree that he's the best word 
pronouncer in Awerica.”’ 

He Is a Fighter. 

In April, 1861, when the call went out for 
soldiers, young Weaver was the third man to 
get on the list in Bloomfield, where there were 
105 enlistments in fif minutes. He went 
out as a Lieutenant. aver was a Christian 
man and a praying soldier. Jack Pirtle (he 
who tells ornate stories) was in his company, 
of which Col. S. A. Moore was Captain. 

At Fort Donelson,’ said Pirtle, we 
were in the center of the charge, and our men 
were going down so fast you couldn’t count 
them. Weaver’s voice rose above thedin of 
battle letting out oaths. We were awfully 
surprised, and Jitn’s ’ curses drew all eyes to 
him. We'd never heard him swear, and we 
still thought he was a little stuck up. We 
often heard prayers coming from his tent at 
nights, but we didn't mind that much. Well, 
sir, after the battle we were drawn up in line 
and after roll-call Jim just stepped out 
said he had asked God to forgive him for his 
blasphemy when they were shooting our boys 
down, and he wanted us to forgive him, too. 
There were tears in his tm oa and an hour be- 
fore “he had been fighting like a tiger. And 
after that we idolized him asa soldier, a mess- 
mate, an officer, and a Christian.“ 

“ T couldn’t forget him,” said Col. Samuel 
A. Moore. He saved my ‘life at Shiloh. We 
were in the ‘Hornets’ Nest,’ where hell was 

inted in the sky. Our regiment, the Second 

owa, cut its way out, with terrible loss. I fell 
with three wounds, but in that awful time 
Weaver and acompanion came back to my 
assistauce and carried meto safety. I have 
been with him a great deal, and I never saw 
a step amiss with bim. He was a brave, con- 
em mangas Christian man. He didn’t drink 
whisky, although I’ve seen him where the 
. miasma wasso thick you could cut it with a 
knife. He was not like other soldiers— 
always hungry. Paddy Walsh, the company 
servant, used to say: ‘I had to lade him to 
eat.’ Weaver was as tender as a woman in 
ministering to his comrades.”’ 

A score of Weaver's old war companions 
told stories of a similar kind to show his qual- 
ities as a fighter. They told how on the march 
he used to give up his horse to weaker com- 
rades and trudge along himself over the heavy 
roads preaching hope and patience to all. A 
day in Bloomfield would convince any one that 
there was not a braver soldier in the army 
than Jim. 

He was a good neighbor and a good citizen, 
too. As John Pirtle put it: He was the 
nicest kind of a man to live next door to. He 
would let you have anything you wanted, 
down to a fight of any description.” Anec- 
dotes to illustrate Jim's“ - willingness to 
fight and stories of his battles are numerous. 
A hard name is something he never wou!

WHO GENERAL FIELD 1. 


Wishes the Southerners Had Killed More 
Yankees During the War. 

Ricuamonp, July 5.—The nomination of Gen. 
James G. Field for Vice-President by the 
People’s party convention was a surprise 
throughout Virginia.. While he hail been 
mentioned fot the position, it was believed 
here that his chances would be killed by the 
aspirations of Col. Robert Beverly, one of the 
delegates from Virginia who went to Omaha 
fully determined to capture the Vice-Presi- 
dency if it came to the South. 

„General“ Field was born in Walnut, Cul- 
peper County, Va., Feb. 24, 1826. From 
1860 to 1865 he served as attorney for the com- 
monwealth in his native county. Culpeper. 
He was also in active service during the war, 
holding the rank of Brigaaier-General in the 
Confederate army, and losing a leg at the 
battle of Slaughter’s Mountain. In August, 
1877, he was appointed by Gov. Kemper to fill 
the unexpired term of Attorney-General 
Daniel, and at the State election of that year, 
‘when the Republican party of Virginia was 
too demoralized to put a ticket in the field, 
was elected Attorney-General without oppo- 
sition, receiving 100.982 votes. 

He attracted general attention by tne bitter- 
ness of some of his speeches during the Pres- 
idential campaign of 1880. On one occasion, 
after quoting from Garfield’s Thledg speech 
of the preceding year the passage in reference 
to the terms on which the Republican candi- 
date for the Presidency was willing to “ grasp 
any rebel’s hand across any chasin, however 
small,“ Gen. Field cried out:

HAS ALREADY SOLL MUCH WHEAT. 
The Inter-State Wheat Growers’ Associa- 
tion Increasing Its Business. 

Carro, III., July 8.—[Special.}—H. H. 
Spencer, President of the Inter-State Wheat 
Growers’ Association, has been appointed its 
agent for the sale of grain owned by mem- 
bers. Although this year’s crop is just har- 
vested he has shipped and sold 30,000 bushels.

GOOD OUTLOOK FOR CROPS. 


Kansas and Texas Will Have Enormous 
Yields of Corna--Other Grain Doing Well. 
Toprexa, Kas, July 8—The monthly crop 

report of the State Board of Agriculture 
states that during June agricultural conditions 
in Kansas were generally favorable. Warm, 
dry weather, while shortening the oats and 
barley crops, brought forward to maturity 
the wheat crop at an earlier date than was ex- 
pected, at the game time permitting the culti- 
vation of corn so that it is now in a highly 
favorable condition for rapid and vigorous 
growth. Corn is reported a good stand, but 
is late on account of late planting, which was 
necessitated by the wet weather early in the 
season. The outlook for a good crop is 
bright. 

Summary for the State’s condition, com- 
pared with a full average, is: Corn, 81 per 
cent; oats, 80. Wheat being now mostly in 
the shock, its condition is not reported. 

Denton, Tex., July 8. corn crop in 
this sectyon will be enormous—the largest 
probably im the last fifteen years. The yield 
of oats was exceptionally large. Parties from 
Paul’s Valley, the garden spot of the Indian 
Territory, report that no such corn crop was 
ever known, Rain did not fall just at the 
needed time. The cotton crop is promising, 
but nothing like the previous year.

“Earth Burial and Cremation,” by Augus- 
tus G. Cobb. 

This little volume, which was written at the 
request of the directors of the United States 
Cremation company, restates and expands the 
arguments employed by the author in an 
article published some ten years ago in the 
North American Review. Since that time 
the reform has made great progress through- 
out the civilized world. In 1881 Europe and 


America together possessed but five crema 
tories, two of which were in Italy. In 
1888 the number had increased to 
fifty, of which twenty were Italian. 
At the opening of 1891 there were seventeen 
crematories in this country, all but two hav- 
ing been erected since 1885: The reports 
made by the officers of these several crem- 
atories show that the remains of about 2,200 
persons in all had been incinerated by the be- 
ginning of May, 1891. Japan, however, is 
well to the fore. ‘‘ In Tokio alone there are 
six crematories open to the public, and about 
10,000 bodies a year are burnt in that city. Iv 
is estimated that about 47 per cent of all the 
dead in Japan are incinerated.” 

One millioa three hundred and thirty-six 
thousand bodies are buried m six, of 
the cemeteries around New York. only 
ene of which has been opened over 
forty-three years. The Township of Newtown, 
Long Island, has an area of 14,960 acres and 
contains about 17,000 inhabitants. Within 
fifty yoars 1,285,000 bodies have been buried 
in thie little township, and if existi condi- 
tions persist, less than thirty years will add to 
that number 1,000,000 more. For every living 
inhabitant there are 80 dead bodies, In the 
old portion of Calvary Cemetery about 4,000 
bodies are buried to the acre; equivalent to 
one dead body for every square foot. As a 
natural consequence Newtown bas almust the 
highest death rate in the State. The 
typhoid fever which afflicts Philadelphia 

a greater extent than any other 
city in the cguntry is probably caused by pol- 
luted water. Seven large cemeteries are 
drained into the Fairmount Reservoir, which 
is the proximate source of the city’s water 
supply. Professional men in Philadelphia 
say that when you drink Schuylkill water you 
are sam pli our grandfather.” porta the

reported that in the Fourth District 
the mortality was 452 per 1,000 cases, 
more than double that of any other. 
In this district were three large ceme- 
teries in which during the previous year 
more than 8,000 bodies had n buried. 
In a report presented to both Houses of the 
British Parliament in 1850 Dr. Sutherland 
testified that he had witnessed several out 
breaks of cholera in the vicinity of grave- 
yards, which left no doubt on his mind as to 
the connection between the disease and such 
local influence. God's are, in short, is 
man’s pesthouse. The investigations of Dr. 
Freire durmg the epidemic of yelluw-fever in 
Rio Janeiro revealed the fact that: 

The soil of the cemeteries in which the victims 
were buried was positively alive with microbic or- 
ganisms identical in every way with those in the 
blood of patients dying from the disease in the 
bospitals. “I gathered,” says this physician, 
‘from a foot below the surface, some of the earth 
overlying the remains of a person who died of the 
fever about a year before. On examining a smal! 
quantity with the microscope 1 found myriads of 
microbes exactly identical with those 
found in the excreta of persons stricken 
with the disease, Many of the organ- 
isms were mak ing spontaneous movements.” A 
gu nea pig, whose blood was shown by examina- 
tion to be in a pure state, was shut up in a con-

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, in a letter to 
the officers of the Cremation Society, says: 
I have never been able to understand any of 
the arguments against cremation.

As a matter of sentiment I 
fail to see why we should’ rather 
consign the remains of those we love to the 
tender mercies of worms than to the tender 
mercies of heat. The sanitary argument is, 
of course, ail in favor of cremation.’’ The re 
ligious olgection referred to by Mr. Adams is 
a curious one. A revival of cremation, it is 
feared, would destroy the belief in a final 
resurrection. The suggestion, which sounds 
like a bad joke, is thus dis of by a noted 
Episcopal minister, Mr. Heber Newton.

Prof. Royce is always a most interesting 

writer. He is unique and original in a very

His portraiture of Kant is 
very strong and inspiring. In Prof. Royde’s 
hands the old Kénigsberger, with his stoi 
and inflexiole ees to a hfe of 2 — 
law, seems actually to have something of dra- 
matic interest in him. But with all the Ru- 
thor’s attractiveness there are some strik 
fauits in his work. The first is an evident al- 
lusion, which appears both in the preface and 
in the body of the lectures, to the famous 
controversy between himself and Dr. Abtott 
about a review in the International * * 
nal of Ethics. The reference is hot 
personal in this volume, but it is quite as 
evident as if it were personal. Buta second 
and more important fault is the appearahce 
of philosophical and religious cant in mach 
of his discussion.

The Tennessee Supreme Court Decides 
F Against the Attorney. 

Jackson, Tenn., July 8&—The Supreme 
Court of Tennessee met here in adjourned 
session yesterday to render decisions in a 
number of cases held under advisement, the 
most important case being the celebrated H. 
Clay King murder case, Col, King, author of 
„King's Digest of Tenhessee Laws and a 
leading member of the Memphis bar, the 10th 


of March last year met B. H. Poston, another 
prominent and popular lawyer, on the street 


and shot him down. The killing grew out of 
a sensational case in chancery between the 
widow of Gen. Gideon Pillew and Col. King 
and in which Poston was counsel for Mrs. 
Pillow. After a hotiy contested trial 
in the Crimimal Court at Memphis, in 
which pleas of insanity and also of self- 
defense were argued, Col. Kimg was 
sentenced to be banged. A few weeks ago the 
case was heard by the Supreme Court and to- 
day was set for delivering opinions in that 
and other cases. Col. Ki came into court 
this morning accompani by his wife and 
son-in-law. He did not look as well as when 
arraigned in court a few weeks ago, the great 
anxiety and long confinement having told on 
his strong frame. The opinion was read by 
Justice Turton. 

The insanity of the defendant was held as 
not being proven and the theory of self-defense 
was not sustained. The defendant was then 
remanded to the Sheriff of Shelby County to 
be kept in confinement till Aug. 10, wher be- 
tween 8 a, m. 2 p.m. he should be 
hanged. 


SHIPMENT OF SHEEP IN DISPUTE. 


A Committee of the Live Stock Exchange 
Appointed Arbitratérs. 

A committee, consisting of M. P. Buel, 
James Bradoum, Samuel Waugh, George 
Shannon, C, N. McKelvey, C. W. Baker, and 
Jesse Sherwood, is sitting in arbitration at the 
Live-Stock Exchange on a matter involving 
$50,000, 

In 1891 Nelson Morris contracted with John

pounds. The sheep were purchased for 
export. He shipped some hundreds 
of sheep and they were accepted 
by Mr. Morris through his agents. Finally 
Mr.. Morris entered an objection. One big 
shipment did not suit him, his claim being 
that they were diseased. The Humane So- 
ciety had the sheep sold and the money was 
deposited in John G. Shortall’s hands. 

Mr. Long and Mr. Morris then referred the 
matter to the Stock Exchange, and that body 
appointed a special committee on the matter.

He will be exammed tor 
those mysterious markings on hi 
face, which are attempted to 
seribed in some of the later published 
text-books, and the doubling of his equa- 
torial canals will be mapped out with proba- 
bly greater accuracy than possible in loss 
than fifteen years from date, or well along 
into the twentieth century. Some of the mere 
enthusiastic observers through the telescope

About four weeks have yet to elapse before 
the planet is at his best point for observation, 
but the instruments will be turned on him 
long ere that. In fact just as soon as the 
moon is out of the way, less than a week 
hence, the astronomers will begin to peer at 
him, each one hoping to be the first to discover 
something new the announcement of which 
will start the name of the fortunate wateher 
on a careerof fame, or crown him with ad- 
ditional glory in case he alyeady occupies a 
place on the list of distinguished ones in 
the hunt among the stars. So the curious 
reader may pre to see during the next few 
weeks plenty of real or alleged news about the 
planet Mars, and may experience some diffi- 
culty in telling which of itis true, and what 
simply belongs to the domain of guess work.

The efficiency of New York’s Grammar- 
School system is being questioned by educational 
authorities. Out of 1,239 boys who applied for 
admission to the City College in the spring of 
1891 only a third obtained over 75 per cent in 
arithmetic, while only a tenth secured over 75 per 
cent in grammar. In this spring’s examinations 
there were 1,344 applicants for admission of which 
only 693 were found to be qualified. In expla- 
nation of these results one of the School Oommis- 
sioners of New York city says: “ The children 
are being forced to stidy superfluous branches, 
while those required to fit them for practical life 
are sadiy neglected. We want no attempt at 
ornamental teaching, no arithmetic conundrums, 
no Italian opera, no extra subjects, but good, 
square, common-sense instruction.” 

Out of a class of 119 giuls, the largest Welles- 
ley College has ever graduated, thirty-eight girls 
have health as good as when they entered, twen- 
ty-six better, and fourteen not as good. The tab-

_ BRIDES FEEL RESPECT. || 
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The Month Has Been Considered Unit 
for Long Ages—Ovid Encountered 
Quaint Belief and So Did Mary, Q 
of Scots Days Upon Which One M 
ne Married with Impunity—They A 
Counted Over in Jingling Rhymes 
the Old Poets—Wednesday Favored, 


The reduced list of the announcements 
marriages which greet us in the matutin 
sheet durmg the “merrie month of May“ 
brings us, says the London Standard, face 
face with tho strange fact that oid-werld su- 
perstition has not died out, even from the cent 
ters of nineteenth-century life and civill 
tion. This deep-rooted superstition has las 
through all ages, and is known in all climes, per 
meating all conditions of society, and pro - 
ising to retain its more or less firm hold on 
future time. Students of old customs 
laws tell us that the church forbade wedd 
between Rogation and Whitsunday, which it 
averréd as being the origin of the old May 
proverb of rueing a wedding ia the joyous 
month. The following jingling rhyme accen} 
tuates these superstitions: ly 

Advent marriages doth deny, 1 
But Hillary gives thee liberty ; i 
Septu ma says thee nay, LL 
Eight days from Easter says you may: 1

Even in the days of Ovid the idea was an 
ancient one, and is referred to by him in the 
Fasti, when he mentions the common bet 
lief of the Roman mob that it was unfortunat 
to wed in May.

Besides being 
ancient, the superstition is, as note 
above, far-reaching, as it extends we 
Scandinavia to Italy; and, what is 
more, the dislike to entering the cont 
zugal state during the month sacred td 
Jacks-in-the-green, half-washed chimney; 
sweeps, blossoming hawthorn, and budding 
spring flowers appears to be far more deeply 
rovted in Scotland than it is in England.

A Remarkable Exhibition in London Calls 
Attention to the History of Saddlery— 
The Old-Fashioned Pillion and the Ar- 
rangement That Prevails in Iceland— 
Attractive Features of the Exhibit 
Loaned by Queen Victoria and Ex-Em- 
press Eugenie — Used on Battle- Fields. 


While American women are not so much 
devoted to riding habits and smart little 
whips as their English sisters, the percentage 
of horse-women in this country is continually 
increasing. To those who know the keen de- 
light of a mad gallop on a good mount the 
introduction of subjects which have a direct 
bearing upon riding requires no apology, and 
an account of the Saddlers Exhibition which 
has, been delighting all London these last few

It wasn't a mere exhibition of spick and 
span new saddles fresh from the makers’ 
hands. It bdd a great deal about it that ap-

In the first place there were catalogues 
which took ong far back in the history of sad-

dlery and told one queer stories about the 
origin and development of the saddle, and 
trappings as nineteeuth century folk know 
them. 

Most women—and there were a great many 
in attendance—were more interested in the 
special features of the exhibition than in 
its written lore. They hung fascinated over 
the elaborate saddle of dark red velvet and 
gold used by Napoleon IIL in the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-’71; the worn saddle of 
plain black leather which was used by Mar- 
shal Blucher, and was placed by the irony of 
fate cheek by jowl with the souvenir of the 
Third Napoleon; and the rough and primi- 
tive Abyssinian saddle of leather and wood 
taken off the field after the action of Arogee 
in 1868, and brought to England by the late 
Field Marshal Lord Napier of Magdala. 

Women visitors were interested in 
things, certainly, but the queer contrivances 
in which members of their own gentle sex 
have at various periods taken their rides 
abroad were even more absorb 

A side saddle worn by Queen Victoria at 
many reviews was one of the many specimens 
of the saddlers’ art over which they lingered. 
It was dainty enough f r a Queen, being made 
entirely of delicate white leather. 

A curious antique side saddle, with rich 
velvet housing, shared h nors with a smart- 
lonking modern saddle, showing one of the 
latest arrangements for avoiding serious ac- 
cident in the form of a safety stirrup bar and 
self-girtling attachment, and weil finished 
with white quilted doeskin flaps, ; 

A substantial and extrem cum bersome 
Icelandic saddleboard attr a great deal 
of attention. It had plates of repoussé brass 


dangiing from it for fair feet to rest in. It 
was a curiously old-fashioned arrangement 
even for a production of the year 1799. 

A chorus of feminine Ohe and Ahe 
was sure to arise whenever a group of women 
passed before the quaint old pillion that 
formed a part of the collection. It was just 
such a one as thosé upon which our great- 
grandmothers jogged so contentedly along in 
the days of short waists and simple manners. 
The belt worn, by the groom or by the proud 
young husband when riding on the saddle 
with — Dorothy or Mudge on the pillich 
vehind, holding on for dear life, was also 
shown. 

And these are only @ few of the countless 
number of interesting things which English 
women took the opportunity offered them 
by the exhibition of seeing. 

Every schoo! of saddlery from Oriental and 
barbaric magniflcenee to the subdued splen- 
dor of the state trappings used by distin- 
guished personages at the English court func- 
tions of today wag represented in the exhibi- 
tion. At one moment the visitor marveled 
at the gaudy panoply of a Sicilian 
horse; glittering with tinsel and spangles, 
and gay with multi-colored ribbons; next 
the attention was claimed by some historic 
relic, such as a set of Egyptian mule harness 
decorated with kowrie shelis which was used 
by Gen. Gordon, ora fifteenth century German 
tilting-saddle—a high construction of wood 
and leather measuring 3 feet 11 inches in 
height and forming a sort of barricade behind 7 
which the good Knight stood in his stirrups as 
he rushed forward to meet his antagonist. 

Gorgeous sets of Indian trappings of colored 
cloths, splendidly embroidered in gold and 
silver, contrasted curiously with such personal 
souvenirs as a donkey saddle of crimson vel- 
vet used by their royal Highnesses, the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Edinburg, as 
children, and the unpretentious littie set of 
black pony harness ormmamented with the 
imperial arms of France, used by the late 
Prince Imperial as a boy and lent to the ex- 
hibition by ex-Empress Eugénie.
